Justices Say Law Penal- 
izes Those Who Might 

Have Joined Subver- 
sive Organizations In- 
nocently. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court today struck 
down Oklahoma’s loyalty oath 
law on the ground that it penal- 
izes persons who might have 
joined subversive organizations 
innocently. 

The law requires state officers 
‘and employes to swear they are 

hot affiliated with the Communist 
party or any other organization 
that advocates violent overthrow 
of Government. It also requires 
a promise to take up arms in de- 
fense of the United States. 

Justice Clark, who wrote the 
court’s main opinion, said: 

“Indiscriminate classification of 
fnnocent with knowing activity 
must fall as an assertion of arbi- 
trary power. The oath offends 
due process.” 

Separate Opinions. 

Justices Black and Frankfurter 
wrote separate concurring opin- 
fons. Justice Jackson took no part 
in the case, making the vote- 
8 to 0. 

Validity of the law was ques- 
tioned by seven former teachers 
of the Oklahoma Agricultural and 
Mechanical College. 

They declined to take the oath 
and were fired on May 21, 1951. 
Each had a contract of employ- 
ment extending until June 30, 
1951. It was stipulated in Okla- 
homa courts that none of the 
teachers was connected with a 
subversive organization. 

The seven teachers contended 
the law was invalid because: 

1. It impaired their teaching

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP)— 


Americans will “destroy the very 
thing they are struggling to pre- 
serve” if hysterical fear of Com- 
munism drives them into “sup- 
pressing liberty at home.” 

He spoke at ceremonies dedi- 
cating a permanent new shrine 
for the three great documents of 
this nation’s heritage of freedom

“To deny these rights (of free 
speech and worship) is worse than 
dangerous, it is absolutely fatal 
to liberty,” he said. 

“For us to embrace the methods 
and morals of Communism in or- 
der to defeat Communist aggres- 
sion would be a moral disaster 
worse than-any physical catas- 
trophe.” . 

Chief Justice Vinson, presiding 
over the ceremonies, called the 
three documents “the living, or- 
ganic law of the land” rather than 
mere historic heirlooms. As much 
today as ever, he said, “we look 
to their very substance for our 
ultimate political guidance.” 

“To preserve for tomorrow the 
great achievements of yesterday,” 
Vinson said, ‘we must live with 
confidence, courage and discern- 
ing wisdom. Ours has always 
been a faith based on reason. 
This, then, is the time for a new 
and fiercer faith in the Declara- 
tion and the Constitution.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—Sec- 
retary of State Acheson is making 
a new attempt to work out a new 
solution of the Iranian oil crisis in 
talks with British Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden in Paris this 
week. 

Officials declined to reveal the 
nature of the proposals Acheson 
is making, but they confirmed 
the fact that the Secretary of 
State is talking over the problem 
with Eden. They pointed out that 
Acheson said before leaving 
Washington that he planned to 
do so. 

Dispatches from Paris said 
Eden and Acheson conferred on 
the Iranian situation today at the 
‘residence of United States Am- 
bassador to France James C. 
Dunn. They and their advisers 
talked for 50 minutes and had 
what Eden called “an interesting 
talk.” Neither Eden nor Acheson 
would reveal the nature of their 
discussions. ,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court, in an 8 to l 
opinion, held today that evidence 
obtained by wire-tapping is ad- 
missible in a state court, even 
though wire-tapping is illegal un- 
der the Federal Communications 
Act. 7 

Wire-tap evidence has been 
barred from federal trials since 
1937, when the high bench 
handed down a controlling opin- 
ion on the subject. 

Today's opinion, however, is 
the first bearing on state trial 
procedures. 

The opinion, written by Justice 
Minton, added another chapter to 
a series of wire-tapping decisions 
that began in 1928. 

Chief Justice Vinson and Jus- 
tices Reed, Black, Jackson, Bur- 
ton and Clark concurred in the 
majority opinion and Justice 
Frankfurter concurred in a sepa- 
rate opinion. Justice William O. 
Douglas dissented. 

The opinion upheld the convic- 
tion of Thomas Schwartz, a Dal- 
las (Tex.) pawnbroker, convicted 
of masterminding a robbery there. 
The conviction was based in part 
on evidence obtained by wire- 
tapping. Schwartz was sentenced 
to 99 years in jail. 

Minton emphasized that merely 
because intercepted calls would 
be inadmissible in a federal court 
“it does not follow that such evi- 


dence is inadmissible in a state | 


court.” 

“Indeed,” he said, “evidence 
obtained’ by a state officer by 
means which would constitute an 
unlawful search and seizure un- 
der the Fourth Amendment to 
the Federal Constitution is none- 
theless admissible in a_ state 
court ... while such evidence, 
if obtained by a federal officer,

Meanwhile it became clear 
here today that an attempt by 
the International Bank to settle 
the Iranian contrceversy has 
failed and that the situation in 
Iran is even worse than it was 
before—which is saying a good 
deal, 

These conclusions were based 
on reports of a strongly anti- 
American speech delivered yes- 
terday in the Majlis, the lower 
| house of the Iranian parlia- 
ment, by Hussein Maki, secre- 
tary general of Prime Minister 
Mohammed Mossadegh’s Na- 
tional Front. é 


Maki has just returned to Iran 
from a six-week visit to the 
United States arranged - Robert 
L. Garner, vice president of the 
International Bank, for the pur- 
pose of trying to negotiate a set- 
tlement of the Iranian oil con- 
troversy. 

Instead of helping to solve the 
controversy, however, Maki’s visit 
seems to have hurt the prospects 
for a settlement. 

Acheson Assailed by Maki. 

In his speech, Maki blamed 
Acheson for most of Iran’s cur- 
rent difficulties. He accused 
Acheson of blocking all Iranian 
attempts to deal with the oil 
crisis. 

Among other things, Maki said 
Acheson had kept American com- 
panies from buying Iranian oil. 

Maki also said Iran could hope 
for no improvement in American 
policy under the incoming Re- 
publican administration. 

He repeated charges that the 
'State Department had helped 
bring about the downfall of the 
Mossadegh government last July, 
when. it was replaced for a few 
days by a cabinet headed by 
Ahmed Qavam. The American 
embassy in Tehran had already 
denied this charge when Maki 
repeated it yesterday. 

Maki’s speech would seem to 
indicate that chances of a settle- 
ment of the Iranian crisis have 
sunk even below the low point 
they had reached previously. 

This probably means that 
| economic, financial and polit- 
ical conditions in [Iran _ will 
worsen still further, increasing 
the danger that a chaotic situa- 
tion will devolp which will give 
the Communist-led Tudeh party 

a chance te take over. 

This is the state of affairs 
which will confront Loy W. Hen- 
derson, American Ambassador to 
Iran, when he returns to Tehran. 
Henderson is now in Washington 
conferring with the State Depart- 
ment. officials. He plans to start 
back to Tehran within a week or 
10 days. 

Several Moves by U.S. 

Thé United States has already 
made several moves designed to 
prevent the situation in Iran from 
deteriorating further. 

Paul H. Nitze, director of the 
State Department’s long-range 
policy planning staff, conferred 
with British officials in London 
last week on the Iranian problem.

First, how large a manpower 
contribution can the South Ko- 
reans make? 

Historically, it has been shown 


that populations have been able, 
even in primitive societies, to 
provide military manpower to 
about 10 per cent of the popula- 
tion. On this basis the Republic 
of Korea, with a population of 
22,000,000, should be able to fur- 
nish approximately 2,200,000 men. 


President Rhee believes this is 
practical for Korea. At the pres- 
ent time the men in uniform total 
about 500,000, slightly less than 
2% per cent of the population, 
which is the proportion of the 
population that the United States 
has under arms. Korea, therefore, 
and through no fault of its own, 
is not making any greater man- 
power effort while fighting for 
national existence than is the 
United States to carry on the 
cold war. 


According to President Rhee’s 
statement to this reporter there 
are “over 3,000,000 males between 
the ages of 19 and 40. By drop- 
ping the age limit down to 18, 
several hundred thousand more 
are included. Even with a rejec- 
tion rate of one-third ‘which is 
the present’ approximate figure) 
this would provide a minimum of 
2,000,000 men.” 

At the Pentagon I found that 
the prevailing opinion was that 
a 50 per cent increase in present 
manpower utilization was all that 
could be provided by Korea. This 
undoubtedly reflected the advice 
given to the Pentagon by Gen. 
Clark’s headquarters in Tokyo, 
where the same opinion was ex- 
pressed. One highly placed offi- 
cer said Rhee’s figures were fan- 
ciful and that their estimates 
were that 750,000 was the maxi- 
mum figure of usable manpower

H. Chapman Rose of Cleveland to 
be assistant secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Burgess, 63 years old, an- 
nounced he would retire from all 
his business activities to assume 
his new duties. He is now chair- 
man of the executive committee 
of the National City Bank, and 
chairman of the board of the City 
Bank Farmers Trust Co. 

He is also a director of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, the Inter- 
national Telephone and Tele-| 
graph Co., the Royal Liverpoo! 
group of insurance agencies in 
the United States, the Discount 
Corporation of New York, and the 
Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

Folsom, 59, is a director of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York and president of Eastman 
Savings and Loan Association.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (UP)— 
World production of breadgrains

The world wheat crop was esti- 
mated at a record-breaking 7,235,- 
000,000 bushels.

PRESIDENCY VOTE 


442 -to-89 Victory for 
Eisenhower Appears 
Certain — Fina] Step 
Under System to Be 
Jan. 6. 7 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15 (AP)— 
The nation’s 531 presidential elec- 
tors today formally cast their 
votes to elect the next Chief Ex- 
ecutive of the United States. 

Under he Constitution, the Elec- 
toral College has the legal right 
if it wishes to elect Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson, the Democratic presi- 
dential candidate—or anyone else. 

But pollsters would be taking 
almost no risk in predicting a 442- 
to-89 victory for Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower. 
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Stacked cases of stol 


That’s the way the states’ voters 
indicated they wanted their elec- 
tors to vote today when Eisen- 
hower, the Republican candidate, 
was swept into office by a record 
33,927,549 votes to Stevenson’s 
27,311,316 last Nov. 4. 

However, most electors are le- 
gally free to vote as they please. 
Few states bind electors by law 
to vote for the candidate who car- 
ries the state. 

Three Wrong-Way Electors. 

Nevertheless, wrong-way elec- 
tors are extremely rare. Only 
three out of 14,379 electors in his- 
tory have voted “for others than 
whom they were commissioned,” 
reported a former Electoral Col- 
le~e president. 

Latest such case occurred in 
1948 when Tennessee went for 
President Truman but one of the 
state’s 12 electors cast his vote 
for J. Strom Thurmond, States’ 
Rizhts candidate. . 

The actual voting will be done 
by the electors today at the cap- 
itels of their respective states. 

The law says six certificates 
showing the result must be pre- 
pared immediately by each state. 
The certificates—usually signed 
by the Governor of the state and 
attested to by the Secretary of 
S‘ate—are then sent as follows: 
One copy to the president of the 
Senate, two copies of the secre- 
tary of state of the electors’ state, 
two to the General Services Ad- 
ministration in Washington, one 
to the United States judge of the 
district in which the electors 
meet. 

Although today’s vote is rou- 
tine, it could have been highly 
significant if anything had 
chanced to happen to Eisenhower 
on his Korean trip. 

In that case, the Electoral Col- 
lege would be on its own in elect- 
ing the nation’s next President— 
and most authorities say it would 
not have been obligated to elect 
Senator Richard Nixon, despite 
the fact he was elected Vice 
President Nov. 4. 

Succession Automatic Now. 

After today, Nixon would auto- 
matically succeed for he, too, is 
being elected officially by the 
college. $ 

The final step under the much 
criticized Electoral College sys- 
tem comes Jan. 6 when Congress 
meets to record the results, with 
the presiding officer of the Sen- 
ate tolling off the electors’ votes. 

Many in Congress and out con- 
sider the present electoral sys- 
tem an outmoded relic of the 
past. This year’s electors them- 
selves are divided over whether 
it is archaic, or should be guard- 
ed against any new-fangled 
changes. 

Some believe the time has come 
to discard the college and let the 
nation’s voters elect the Presi- 
dent by popular: vote. 

Others favor retaining the pres- 
ent system, but changing it to 
permit a split of electoral votes 
within states. At present, one 
candidate gets all a state’s elec- 
toral votes even if he wins the 
state by just a handful of popu- 
lar votes. The proposed change 
would work like this: If a state 
has 10 electors, and the popular |fjj 
vote was 600,000 to 400,000, one 
candidate would get 6, the other

Melvin E. Von Behren, opera-

sion of whisky valued at $50,- 
000 which had been stolen in a 
hijacking here Nov. 10. 

Also charged was a “John Rus- 
so,” who has not been arrested. 

A warrant accusing Von Behren 
and Russo of violating federal law 
by possessing articles taken from 
an interstate shipment was issued 
after Assistant United States At- 
torney Herbert H. Freer author- 
ized filing of a complaint. 

The entire load of 625 cases 
of stolen whisky recovered by 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents and St. Louis. county 
sheriff's deputies in a raid early 
yesterday at Ven Behren’s firm 
at 1604 Lucas-Hunt road. 

Acting on a tip received by the 
FBI, the officers began a watch 
last Tuesday on a one-story frame 
building used as an office by the 
salvage firm. When no one ap- 
peared to get the whisky, the raid 
was made. 

Authorities waited until a dance 
had ended at a nearby school at 
midnight Saturday, then went to 
Von Behren’s home at 6208A 
Ridge avenue, Wellston. They 
brought Von Behren back to open 
the building. 

The whisky was found in a 
rear section of the building sepa- 
rated by a partition from the sal- 
vage firm’s office. 

Von Behren told police that 
last April he began renting a part 
of the building at $75 a month 
to a man who gave his name as 
Russo.

case, and because the court must 
establish jurisdiction. 

The question involved is 
whether Carroll was charged with 
violation of a Treasury regula- 
tion, or a tax law as the indict- 
ment contends. , 

A successful attack on the in- 
dictments was made last August. 
in Kansas City by Morris A. 
Shenker, Carroll's attornéy, who 
argued that his client's alleged 
failure to report payments of $600 | 
or more to winning bettors in @ 


single offense in any given year, 
regardless of the number of such 
payments made. 

United States District Judge 
Richard M. Duncan upheld the 
defense contention, dismissing one 
indictment of 101 counts and one 
count in a second indictment. 

Under the original indictments, 
charging failure to report to the 
Internal Revenue Bureau pay- 
ments totaling $1,813,160 in the 
years 1948 through 1950, Carroll 
faced a maximum penalty of one 
year in jail and a $10,000 fine on 
each count, if convicted. If .he 
were found guilty of the two 
counts remaining, the maximum 
would be two years and $20,000 
in fines. 

Hearing of the remaining 
an indefinite continuance was 
taken pending Supreme Court 
action on the Government’s ap- 
peal from Judge Duncan’s ruling. 
No date for the Supreme Court 
hearing has been set. 

The law under which Carroll 
was indicted at Kansas City a 
year ago applies to everyone, but 
has been invoked chiefly against 
gamblers. Carroll, an important 
witness before the Kefauver 
Crime Committee, has closed his 
bookmaking operations in St. 
Louis.

future guide in these matters. 


All of us have long realized 
that there can be no simple for- 
mula for bringing a swift, vic- 
torious end to this war. But at 
the very least that knowledge pre- 

ares us for whatever tough tasks 

e ahead. Such spiritual pre- 
paredness, in our embattled world, 
is as necessary as physical arma- 
ment. A free citizenry expecting 
its soldiers honorably to face 
the enemy, must itself honestly 
face reality. 


I return, however, with re- 
newed confidence that a Satis- 
factory solution in Korea can 
be speeded. I know that it will 
demand common sense and 
care, much foresight and much 
patience. But no r-ore in Ko- 
rea than anywhere else in the 
world is honorable peace be- 
yond the power of free men to 
achieve when they pursue it 
intelligently and energetically. 


In this journey, we traveled 
far and fast. My colleagues in- 
cluded Mr. Charles E. Wilson, 
who will be the Secretary of De- 
fense in the new Administration, 
and Mr. Herbert Brownell, who 
will be the Atterney General. We 
met with Gen, Mark Clark, com- 
manding the United Nations ar- 
mies, with his chief deputies, 
and with President Syngman 
Rhee, the living symbol of Ko- 
rea’s sturdy resolve to stay free. 
We reviewed the problems of the 
whole Pacific ocean area with 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, com- 
mander in chief of oyr Pacific 
command, In Korea we also con- 
ferred with our military advisory 
representative from Formosa to 
ascertain the facts about that 
vital island. I have talked all 
these matters over with Mr. John 
Foster Dulles and some other 
gpa i members of the cab- 

et. ’ 

So far as time allowed, I visited 
our sons and brothers and hus- 
ands in the forward areas of 
Korea. I spoke with some of our 
fighter pilots doing daily battle 
over the war zone. I talked with 
the naval officers and sailors of 
the cruiser Helena, engaged for 
the last several months in almost 
daily support of the battle line. 


We were able also to see some 
of the units from other members 
of the United Nations—Australia, 
Belgium, Canada, Colombia, Ethi- 
opia, France, Great’ Britain, 
Greece, The Netherlands, New 
Zealand, the Philippines, Thai- 
jland, Turkey. They are fine sol- 
diers all, and their combat rec- 
ords are worthy of their coun- 
tries’ proudest traditions. 

What I can publicly report is 
naturally ‘imited. Until I assume 
the office of the presidency, it 
would be wrong for me to pre- 
tend to speak with the authority 
attaching to that office. More- 
over, as we all know, certain as- 
pects of battle problems cannot 
ever be discussed publicly. 

I can, however, state a few 
facts that should be meaningful 
to all the American people, and 
especially to those whose loved 
ones are in Korea. 


The American Army in Korea 
today is as fine a fighting force 
of its size as our nation has ever 
assembled. It is splendidly 
equipped for that climate. The 
morale of our men is steady and 
good. The spirit of unification 
among the branches of our armed 
forces is superlative. 

For the competence and cour- 
age the Republic of Korea’s own 
fighting forces, so finely trained 
by Gen. James A. Van Fleet, I 
heard only the highest praise 
from all United Nations command- 
ers. My own inspection of some 
Korean units completely con- 
firmed this estimate. ROKs they 
are called by their comrades— 
and rocks they are. They are the 
fighting symbols of a people whose 
vitality and resilience are tributes 
to the spirit of freedom. 

As for the future, I can give 
at this moment only a few obser- 
vations: 

First: The training of ROK 

' forces can and should be ex- 
panded and speeded. This is my 
opinion and the unanimous opin- 
ion of the commanders on the 
scene. 

Second: In the strictly mili- 
tary sphere, certain problems of 
supply have reached rather 
serious proportions and require 
only correction. 

Finally, we must all recognize 
—in all our thinking and our 
planning—that the Korean war 
is but the most dramatic and 
most painful phase, for us at 
this moment, of our world-wide 
struggle against Communist ag- 
gression. 

This journey marks not the 
end but the beginning of a new 
effort te conclude honorably 
this phase of the global strug- 
gle.

state more than that resolve. 

For we face an enemy whom we 

cannot hope to impress by 

words, however eloquent, but 
only by deeds—executed under 
circumstances of our own choos- 


ing. : 

I hope and believe that our 
fighting men in Korea shall never 
harbor the thought that they 
might be fighting a forgotten war. 

I believe that the architects of 
aggression can be made to realize 
that it would be fateful folly to 
ignite other conflagrations like 
the Korean conflict elsewhere in 
the world.

The Kremlin’s strategy is to 
split the Western coalition by of- 
fering markets to trade-hungry 
nations; also to break our own 
blockade on the shipment of stra- 
tegic materials behind the Iron 
Curtain. 

For example, the Russians have 
offered $420,000,000 in gold on 
the barrelhead for the purchase 
of Iranian oil. On top of this, 
Poland and Czechoslovakia have 
put up $25,000,000 as a down pay- 
ment to Iran. This is rich bait 
for a half-starved nation. 

The Soviet bloc also has re- 
ceived nibbles from other Middle 
East nations, which are greedy to 
do business with the Communists. 
Finland, too, is in an economic 
squeeze and ready to talk trade 
with her big neighbor, Russia. 
Even the nations of South Ameri- 
ca have shown a sparkle of in- 
terest. 

This new Soviet policy was 
adopted at the Communist party 
congress in Moscow in October. 
It was also decided to foment so- 
called “nationalist” organizations 
in the free nations and raise an 
outcry for economic and political 
independence from the United 
States. 

What all this adds up to is an- 
other big headache for the man 
who is about to step into the 
White House.

Revising the U.N. Charter 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


We believe that the words of John 
Foster Dulles and Henry Cabot Lodge, 
spoken before the National Council of 
Churches in Denver last week, were of 
such great significance that we would 
like to quote here from Mr. Dulles: 

. Let our people intensify their de- 
termination to perfect an organiza- 
tion for world peace and justice. 
» . » The United Nations is a begin- 
ning. . . . It is inadequate and 
faulty as all beginnings are. ... 
There are few substitutes for learn- 
ing by trial and error. ,... The 
lesson is to persevere. 

There will probaby be a general 
meeting of the members to review 
the United Nations Charter in 1955. 
That meeting corresponds in impor- 
tance with the original San Fran- 
cisco Conference of 1945. The free 
people of this country should take 
the lead in making the United Na- 

tions into a more effective instru- 

ment for achieving international 
order and justice. ... 

Difficulties have emerged which 
*at first were overlooked, but we 
need not be discouraged. What has 
to be, can be. When it is suicidal 
not to have world order, world or- 
der is possible. 

These words, which are almost identi- 
cal with those ot Mr. Lodge, will lift 
the hearts of millions throughout the 
world who have been misled to believe 
that our country might withdraw its 
support from the United Nations. 

We believe that all Americans should 
now unite under the leadership of 
President-elect Eisenhower to support 
revision of the U.N. Charter, extending 
carefully limited but adequate powers 
to the United Nations so that world or- 
der under law can be achieved among 
all nations sincerely desiring peace. 

Constitutional safeguards—such as a 
division of powers between legislative, 
judicial and executive branches, a bill 
of rights governing international juris- 
prudence, and the limitation of powers 
strictly to international rather than do- 
mestic affairs—should be carefully 
studied by the new State Department 
and other interested groups between 

“now and 1955.

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Gen. Eisenhower Reports 

Gen. Eisenhower has returned home safely 
with a message that reflects the realities. which 
he asks the people to face in Korea. _ 

“All of us have long realized,” says the Presi- 
dent-elect, “that there can be no simple formula 
for bringing a swift, victorious end to this war.” 

This has not only been realized for a long 
time by many, but has been consistently stated 


‘by some. Gen. Eisenhower himself was among 


those who stated it as long ago as last June, 
shortly after he had returned from Europe. Un- 
fortunately he permitted himself, for campaign 
purposes, to be represented as able to produce 
the quick, easy formula for peace which he now 
frankly acknowledges is impossible. 


How many people voted for him on the basis 


of this promise it is impossible to say. If they 


are disappointed now, they can only reflect that 
it was delusive to expect miracles from anybody. 
As Gen, Eisenhower now says, a “satisfactory 
solution” in Korea can be speeded, but it is go- 
ing to take patience, “tough tasks ahead,” and 
strong resolution. 

The emphasis which the President-elect gave 
to the United Nations’ role in the war, and his 
refusal to adopt the attitude that some great, 
bold American stroke can solve the problem, are 
hopeful indications that whatever policy is 
adopted ‘by his Administration will be well 
considered in the light of the entire world situ- 
ation. He very properly reminds us that Korea 
is but one phase of a world-wide struggle. The 
consequence is that it cannot be managed with- 
out reference to our allies and without reference 
to other phases of the struggle elsewhere in the 
world. : 

If the new Administration holds fast to these 
principles there may be no spectacular immedi- 
ate developments in Korea, but the long-range 
purposes of peace may be better served by the 
lack of them. 

One danger in Gen. Eisenhower’s trip has 
always been the possibility that he might feel 
compelled, out of deference to those who ex- 
pected quick action, to undertake some hasty 
initiative which would risk expansion of the 
war. The tone of his homecoming statement 
suggests that he has rejected this course, and 
will act on the basis of over-all policy aims 
rather than of political pressures. 
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For Better Race Relations 

Even though it will have no official status, the 
proposed new Citizens’ Unity Council on race 
relations will be welcomed by all people of good 
will in the community. There is much serious, 
thoughtful work to be done in this area, and the 
simple truth is that the official St. Louis Council 
on Human Relations has not been doing enough 
of it. 

This arm of the city government has been so 
little in the news that one 1s always a little sur- 
prised when reminded that it still exists. It was 
organized with high hope, but most of the hope 
died when Mayor Darst would not even allow 
it to hire its own paid help, insisting that those 
jobs be filled by City Hall. 

We do not want to imply that an agency for 
the betterment of race relations should always 
be making headline-provoking news. Much of its 
work should be quiet, unobtrusive and gradual. 
But these are virtues which can be overdone. 
Maybe the new unofficial group can get a little 
more action out of the old official organization. 

For the sake of results, we are willing to agree 
with Mrs. Morris A. Shenker, acting chairman 
of the Council on Human Relations, that the move 
toward forming the new group is an outgrowth 
of the council’s activities. Certainly, there is need 
for an active organization. 

One problem which needs study arises from 
the possibility that racial segregation in the 
schools may be held illegal in the relatively near 
future. And there are others. Labor unionists 
and business men interested in bringing conven- 
tions to St. Louis have been more active than 
the City Hall group. Maybe the new citizens’ 
organization can change that. We hope so, 
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A Little Credit for Mankind 


Our thanks to Animal Husbandman Carroll 
E. Howell, who proves that when we have said 
we could eat like a horse we were understating 
the case. This expert from the University of 
California says all men are -hungrier than all 
horses. They eat 16 times their body weight a 
year, whereas Mr. Howell says it would be a 
hard-working and well-fed horse indeed that 
would eat eight or nine times its body weight 
in a year. That makes a man roughly twice as 
hungry as a horse. 

Mr. Howell’s scholarly researches make us 
wonder whether mankind has not been pretty 
generally understated. Men probably not only 
work like a dog but a great deal harder when 
all the ergs are collected and counted. Including 
those who are not even stronger than an ox. 
In brief, it is men who are strong, voracious and 
hard-working, but it is the oxen, horses and 
dogs that get the credit. Or as we probably 
would put it if we were a member of the 
piscatorial kingdom—the poor man. 
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The Scientists Protest 

Several score professional societies have joined 
in criticism of United States policy toward visit- 
ing scientists. The red tape is thick now and will 
grow worse when the McCarran Immigration 
Act goes into effect Dec. 24. 

The scientists want the law changed to permit 
freer travel-and a better exchange of scientific 
infarmation. The protest comes from the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement of Science, 
the American Council of Learned Societies, the 
Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, the National 
Science Foundation and other groups. 

All concede that security may call for some 
check on scientists, but at the same time securi- 
ty depends on a healthy science. And radar, the 
atomic bomb, penicillin and other developments 
for the nation’s welfare were based on discover- 
ies by foreign scientists. 

Yet, the President's commission was told, half 
our scientific visitors run into official trouble. 
The McCarran law will require even more 
lengthy security checks, affidavits and question- 
naires. Considerable discretion to say who can 
travel is left to immigration officials and State 
Department functionaries. 

The obstacles to scientists work In two direc- 
tions. The United States has sometimes been as 
hesitant to let noted Americans go abroad as to 
allow foreign visitors to come here. This policy 
has led to ridicule. In London, “Sagittarius” 
wrote in The New Statesman and Nation: 

The States, in fiercely rebellious mood, 

By freedom’s fanatics were founded, 
But those who their riotous course have 
pursued 
Have all their passports impounded. 

America loses good will overseas by its suspi- 

cious restrictions on travel. But the scientists do

not protest against the political implications of 
visa procedures. They are worried about the fu- 


Dulles’ Faith in the U.N. 

At the very time when signs of hostility 
toward the United Nations are manifesting 
themselves here and there in the United States, 
it is good to have John Foster Dulles, the man 
who will be Secretary of State in the Eisen- 
hower Administration, step forward not to say 
that we should abandon this international or- 
ganization for peace, but that we should be 
thinking of ways to make it stronger and 
influential. : 


The future of the U.N. was the chief theme 
of the speech which Mr. Dulles recorded for 
the General Assembly of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ in the U.S.A, in Denver. 
And his main point under this theme was that 
the year 1955 will afford an opportunity for 
the U.N. member nations to review the charter 
adopted 10 years earlier in San Francisco. 
Americans ought to be thinking now of pro- 
posals to be made in connection with such a 
revision. 


The U.N. has not fulfilled all hopes, said Mr. 
Dulles, but some of its disappointments “are 
due to causes that can be corrected.” At the 
same time, he emphasized that the U.N. also 
has had successes. As the “town meeting of 
the world,” the Assembly has exercised real in- 
fluence. The world opinion which it marshalled 
was, in the opinion of Mr. Dulles, an important 
factor in keeping the Soviet Union from military 
action in Europe and Asia at the time when its 
power on those continents was overwhelming. 


Mr. Dulles did not say how the charter may 
be improved, but his speech was not without 
its implications. His praise of the Assembly and 
his silence about the Security Council can be 
taken as a hint that the Assembly should be 
strengthened. As a matter of fact, the United 
States and the other democracies have put more 
and more reliance on the Assembly as the Rus- 
sians used the veto more and more frequently 
in the Security Council. There has been an ever 
greater effort to find a way around the Coun- 
cil through the Assembly. Should the ascendancy 
of the Assembly be formalized in 1955? Should 
the power of the Security Council be reduced? 
Should the veto of the Big Five be abolished or 
restricted? 

Surely, there should be action on pending 
U.N, membership applications in 1955, if not 
sooner. The tactical success of the anti-Commu- 
nist members in keeping out a few countries 
under Communist influence and the similar tac- 
tical success of the Russians and their satellites 
in keeping out anti-Communist applicants have 
been empty triumphs. They may have brought a 
certain emotional gratification, but this has noth- 
ing to do with statesmanship. 


To be fully effective, the U.N. ought to be 
universal. Every state, friendly to us or other- 
wise, ought to have a seat at its council table. 
The fundamental purpose is to bring all disputes 
under the jurisdiction of all the nations of the 
globe. 

While Mr. Dulles is confident of the ultimate 
success of the U.N. because “it is suicidal not 
to have world order,” he was wise to say that 
not all hopes should be put in governments and 
world organizations. These instrumentalities are 
shaped by individual opinion and individual ac- 
tion. So are events. He said: 

If our free people will dramatically show 
that freedom provides the qualities of spirit, 
of mind and of action needed to lead the way 
to world order, to observance of human rights, 
to practice of the Golden Rule, then freedom 


will again become the force that puts des- 
potism to rout.

Appointments to Watch 

Two plans for public ownership of the transit 
system are before the St. Louis community. Both 
of them deserve full consideration. Both are en- 
titled to a fair hearing under the most favorable 
auspices, 

The Darst administration’s proposal for a 
city transit authority, to be set up by charter 
amendment, is assured of such a hearing both 
in the Board of Aldermen and, if it reaches 
that stage, before the voters when they consider 
the charter amendment. Those who have drafted 
this plan will offer able advocacy of it. 

To assure that the proposal for a metropolitan 
transit authority gets equal treatment, the first 
essential is that freeholders of the highest type, 
competent, representative and public-spirited, be 
appointed to draft a detailed plan for the 
voters’ consideration. 

Nine freeholders are to be appointed for the 
city, nine for the county and one for the state. 
The county and state appointments will be de- 
layed until an injunction suit filed at Clayton is 
disposed of. Procedure for making the city ap- 
pointments must get under way by the end of 
this week. Under the constitution, the appoint- 
ing body, which consists of Acting Mayor 
Charles E. Albanese and the 18 circuit judges, 
will have until Jan. 10 to complete its selections, 

We cannot emphasize too much the great re- 
sponsibility resting upon Mr. Albanese and the 
judges to draft for this important service the 
ablest and most conscientious citizens they can 
find. No matter what individual opinions the 
appointing officers may hold on public transpor- 
tation, they are acting here as trustees for the 
community, and their duty is to make sure that 
the soundest possible metropolitan transit plan 
is presented to the people by the soundest pos- 
sible board of freeholders.

Here is the day at long last on which it be- 
comes correct to refer to Gen. Eisenhower as 
the President-elect. Or do we hear a heckler 
saying that we must not do it until Congress has 
been notified that the Republican candidate won 
last November’s election?

On the other hand, the Electoral College re- 
flects the now fairly dead idea that the Ameri- 
can people cannot be fully trusted to elect their 
own President. Maybe that’s just a touch in- 
sulting. And beyond the electors, there is the 
business of giving a candidate all of a state’s 
electoral votes even if he won the popular 
verdict by something narrower than a cat’s 
whisker. That has caused real trouble in the 
past, and it could do so again. 

How about finding a little room for this anach- 
ronistic arrangement on the national scrap-pile?

The Missouri valley offers a striking ex- 
ample of the debacle of our muddled flood- 
control attempts and their results. 

In 1944, Congress authorized the Pick- 
Sloan Plan, a compromise between the 
Army Engineers and the Bureau of Recla- 
mation. The plan is designed to harness to 
productive use 75 per cent of the wanton 
strength of the Missouri river. It provides 
for construction of 105 dams and reser- 
voirs along the 2,900,000 mile course of 
the Missouri. 

But the piecemeal appropriations are be- 
ing granted at so slow a rate that construc- 
tion will probably require 50 years instead 
of the 25 originally estimated as needed to 
do the job. 

The reason for the delaying action by 
Congress is lack of agreement on whether 
to emphasize conservation work in the wa- 
tersheds or huge dams and reservoirs in 
the lower basin. The struggle between the 
Reclamation Bureau and the Army Engi- 
neers is complicated by factions among the 
valley-dwellers. 

The residents of the semi-arid upper 
valley favor irrigation and power as the 
objectives of the project. They are backed 
by the farmers of the lower valley whose 
land would necessarily be sacrificed if 
huge flood-control reservoirs should be 
built. 

Others in the lower valley, who bear the 
brunt of floods, want control. They are 
supported by the private utility interests, 
who fear the Government competition that 
could be expected with the growth of pub- 
lic power. 

In contrast to this picture of folly and 
frustration due to jurisdictional disputes 
and factional interests, is the record of 
how well modern engineering, properly 
used, can tame unruly rivers and make 
them serve human needs. 

The Colorado, controlled by Hoover Dam 
and the reservoir Lake Mead behind it, is 
today the source of electric power and ir- 
rigation for a vast area of the Southwest. 

The Tennessee river has been harnessed 


by a whole chain of dams, and the electric 
power it supplies has transformed the en- 
tire economy of the Tennessee valley. 
Thus, two rivers once notorious for their 
annual flood damage are now enriching 
the regions they once devastated. 

What was done on the Colorado and 
the Tennessee can be repeated in other 
immense regions like the Missouri basin 
only if chaotic piecemeal projects are re- 
placed by comprehensive unified plans. 
There is much merit in the threefold sug- 
gestion of the Hoover Commission—a top 
Board of Analysis, a single federal agency 


to construct dam projects, and special re- 
gional commissions with federal and state 
representation to co-ordinate river-valley 
programs. 

But we cannot brook further delay. Un- 
checked rivers like the Missouri are wash- 
ing away one of the country’s most essen- 
tial natural resources. We cannot continue 
indefinitely to yield billions of tons of soil 
to the oceans, 

The cost of controlling our rivers {is not 
a great burden when compared with the 
alternative of later generations eking out 
a living on unproductive land. 

Moreover, the control devices will cause 
the rivers themselves to increase the na- 
tion’s wealth far beyond the money in- 
vested in their construction.

Constructive Critics 
From the Washington Post 


Gov. Stevenson and Senator Sparkman 
deserve warm commendation for their 
pledges to engage in constructive rather 
than destructive criticism of the new Ad- 
ministration. 

The times are too serious for politics as 
usual. In separate statements, the defeat- 
ed candidates have expressed statesman- 
like appreciation of the roles they should 
play in the next few critical years. “I 
should hope very much,” said Gov. Steven- 
son, “that the Democratic party will take 
a position of positive and intelligent op- 
position.” 

Senator Sparkman said that he hoped 
the Democrats would present a “construc- 
tive” program, engage in “constructive” 
opposition and not content themselves with 
a “no” attitude. The objective of ‘he 
minority is to regain control of the Gov- 


ernment, as it should be, but the two 
Democratic leaders have indicated that 
they will not be carping and irresponsible 
in the attempt. 


It will not be easy to live up to these 
high promises, for the role of the loyal 
opposition is never an easy one. But with 
the small margin by which the Republi- 
cans control Congress, a more than usual 
degree of co-operation between the par- 
ties will be mandatory if effective govern- 
ment is to be achieved. 


The Democratic responsibility to decide 
when it is best to oppose and when it is 
best to compose is a heavy one. If all mem- 
bers of the party follow the fine pledges 
made by Gov. Stevenson and Senator 
Sparkman the country will indeed be for- 
tunate. 


Schoolhouses, 1952

The Little Red Schoolhouse at the Cross- 
roads was picturesque and at least had the 
beauty of simplicity.

We have a theory that nostalgia for little 
red schoolhouses was engendered by those 
grim and graceless structures of a half 
century or more ago to which a sadder and 
wiser generdtion have added needed excres- 
cences in the form of fire chutes and stair- 
ways. 

Then came what school men have come 
to call the “Ittner Fra.” And both peda-

Great True-Life Romance 


ELIZABETH BARRETT BROWNING, by Dorothy Hewlett. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, 388 pgs., $6.) 

The warm and appealing story of the 
Brownings has lost none of its charm in 
the century that has passed since its enact- 
ment. The clandestine courtship, the dra- 
matic elopment, the subsequent 15 years 
of idyllic happiness make this tale one of 
the great romances of history. Although 
the story has been told often, Dorothy 
Hewlett’s biography recreates effectively 
the Barrett-Browning story for a new gen- 
eration of readers. 


In one sense this new version of the 
old story is the most satisfactory yet, be- 
cause it is frankly a biography of Elizabeth 
Barrett. Even though Robert Browning is 
the more important writer, this study fo- 
cuses its attention unwaveringly on Mrs. 
Browning. The result does justice to a 
really distinguished woman. It is well to 
remember that in her lifetime Mrs. Brown- 
ing was regarded as a greater poet than 
her husband, and in her absorption in the 
causes of Italian liberty and women's 
rights she was an outspoken liberal. 


Movie-goers and theater audiences 
who became familiar with the Brownings’ 
love story through “The Barretts of 
Wimpole street’ will recall that the 
play presented Edward Barrett, father 
of Elizabeth, as a monster of tyranny. 
It is true that the courtship and mar- 
riage had to be conducted in secret and 
that Edward Barrett never forgave his 
daughter for her marriage; yet the play- 
character was blacker than the actuality. 
Miss Hewlett probes illuminatingly the 
amazing complexities of this abnormal par- 
ent whose tyrannies overshadowed his vir- 
tues but who had virtues nonetheless. 

On the debit side, Miss Hewlett’s narra- 
tive is sometimes dull, bogging down in 
occasional detail that gives the impression 
of stuffing rather than solid flesh; and the 
book has stylistic angularities which often 
make one wish for more felicitous phras- 
ing. In the end, however, the author 
achieves her purpose, which is to present 
Elizabeth Barrett in a life-size portrait of 
her own—not merely as Robert Browning’s 
wife. The biography is fresh and vigorous 
and ought to send ambitious readers back 
to the original letter collections (especially 
the two fascinating volumes of love letters) 
which provide the bulk of the source ma- 
terial.

DEMOCRACY AT BAY, by Felix Somay. (Alfred A, 

Knopf, 171 pgs., $2.50.) 

Apparently one good way to get into 
print these days is to say that democracy 
is in a tough spot and only the United 
States can lead the world to freedom. This 
simple theme must be elaborated, of 
course, in order to make a book. Talk 
about the past to make it sound historical. 
Add some economics to make it “realistic.” 
Discuss governments and sovereignty for 
political depth. Throw in ideology and 
dialectic for broad perspective. Logic is not 
essential; progression of ideas unnecessary. 
Make some broad generalizations using the 
words peace, liberty, and freedom. Pene- 
trate past and present problems with mag- 
nificent oversimplifications. Put in some 
striking analogies accurate or otherwise. 
Be sure to include some incomprehensible 
hypotheses as a touch of great wisdom. 
And remember, of course, that something 
good is at bay. Is anyone really impressed 
by this kind of thing?

Foreign Students Aid Him on T. H. Eliot of Washington U. 


Says ‘Ancient Safeguards’ 
- Are Being Eaten Away. 


| "The new Congress should estab- 
lish a special commission on se- 
curity and freedom to protect 
traditional American liberties 
against undue invasion in the 
/name of national security, Thom- 
}as H. Eliot, chairman of Washing- 
iton University’s political science 


t. |department, said last night. 


Eliot, addressing the Y.M.H.A.- 
Y.W.H.A. Liberal Forum, said the 
“stalwart ancient safeguards” of 
the law are being eaten away in 
this country by Congressional in- 
vestigative techniques and restric- 
tive legislation. 

Guilt by association, the pre- 
sumption of guilt until innocence 
is proven, and the denial of right 
to cross-examine an accuser are 
becoming all too common in the 
United States, Eliot detlared. ° 

“Americans are not fined or 
imprisoned or executed without 
a trial,” he said. “Yet more and 
more, mere accusation is enough 
to deprive men of their liveli- 
hoods, their reputations, their 
friendship.” 

The speaker, a former United 
States Congressman from Massa- 
chusetts, listed the Smith Act of 
1940, the Loyalty Order of 1947 
and the McCarran Act of 1950 as 
examples of measures which have 
attacked “indirectly” the basic 
liberties of Americans. 

“As we face a hostile tyranny.” 
Eliot asked, “can we afford to 
lay aside our own true and 
tested weapons against tyranny?” 

He conceded that there are 
times when considerations of na- 
tional safety may justify tempo- 
rary suspension of hard-won 
individual rights. He emphasized, 
however, that in his opinion 
Congress could do an adequate 
security job without abridging 
civil liberties. 

Eliot strongly criticized Con- 
gressional committee procedure 
for spreading the concept of guilt 
by association. 

“These (Congressional) investi- 
gations are for the purpose of 
gathering information,” he said, 
“not of trying people. It is time 
the committees stopped assuming 
that they are criminal courts un- 
bound by rules of justice. If Con- 
gressmen wish to act as prosecu- 
tors, let them do it in court.”

About the only difference be- 
tween a title contest and the 
ordinary bout here is that the 
mandatory eight-count in case 
of a knockdown is waived in a 
championship battle. 

Contestants in bouts involv- 
ing a crown are supposed to be 
ringwise enough so that no spe- 
cial rule is needed to protect 
them. That’s the reason for 
waiving the eight-count law. 


Also, in a title scrap, so much 
is involved that in case one 
boxer is knocked down as a 
result of being caught off bal- 
ance by a blow or through some 
other accidental measure, he can 
bounce up without a count and 
the knockdown will be minimized 
by that much in the minds of 
officials, . 


Boys in other bouts who are 
not so experienced frequently 
get up too quickly and that’s 
the reason the rule was adopted. 

Six-ounce gloves to be worn 
by Maxim and Moore were made 
to order. These gloves were de- 
livered during the week to The 
Arena and were given to Com- 
missioner Charley Pian with the 
seal on the box unbroken. He 
will keep them under lock and 
key until time for them to be 
put on in the ring Wednesday 
night. 


Pian has apparently made up 
his mind as to the officials but 
they will not be announced be- 
fore fight time. The two judges 
will be chosen from Al Graff, 
Gene Farrell, Howard Hess 
and Fred Connell. The referee 
will be one familiar to St. Louis 
rings. 


Harry Kessler, who has been 
refereeing bouts here for many 
years and in recent seasons has 
been officiating in New York, 
as well as St. Louis, is, no doubt, 
one of those under considera- 
tion—as are Dick Young and 
Ray Palmer. 


The usual manner of scoring 
fights will be followed. Ten 
points will be allotted for each 
round to be divided between the 
contestants as the official sees 
fit. 


Generally if one boxer is con- 
sidered to have an edge in the 
round he gets six points to four 
for his opponent. If a boxer 
scores a clean knockdown for a 
count and holds his own in the 
remainder of the round he gets 
the round by 7-3. More than 
one knockdown may result in 
an 8-2 round. A count greater 
than that is hardly ever heard 
of. ‘ 

At the end of the 15 rounds, 
each official adds ‘his points and 
the boxer with the greater num- 
ber of points is declared the 
winner regardless of the num- 
ber of rounds he wins. 

In the event that two of the 
officials do not agree on a vic- 
tor, it is a draw. That means 
if two of the officials vote a 
draw or if one sees it for one 
man, one for another and the 
third calls it a draw, a draw it is. 

And there can be a draw in 
a championship fight. Should 
such be the outcome the cham- 
pion, of course, retains his title. 


Foul Rules. 

HERE are special regula- 

tions regarding fouls here, 

and the wording of those is 
specific. The regulations are: 

Professional boxers appearing 
in Missouri rings are required 
to wear protective foul-proof 
cups. Should a contestant foul 
his opponent, he loses the 
round on a basis of scoring as 
approved by the commission. 
(This usually meanss by a 6-4 
count in the event the boxer 
committing the foul has won 
the round otherwise or an offi- 
cial thinks it was even.) The 
referee must warn the contest- 
ant and notify the two judges 
whenever he declares a foul 
blow has been struck. If more 
than one foul should be com- 
mitted in the same round, all 
points must be given to the 
contestant receiving the foul 
blows. (That would mean that 
the boxer fouled twice would 
be credited with the round 
10-0.) 

Should the contestant still 
continue to foul his opponent 
after two warnings from the 
referee, then the bout may be 
stopped and the guilty boxer 
disqualified. 

Points shall be deducted for 
a foul even though it is unin- 
tentional and not of a nature te 
warrant disqualification. 

A contestant who falls to the 
floor claiming foul as a result 
of a low blow, may be counted 
out by the referee should he 
fail to be on his feet before the 
count is completed. 

The no-foul rule is abolished 
and in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing is enacted: That the de- 
cision be left to the referee 
in all matters that occur in the 
ring and where any doubt oc- 
curs as to the physical condi-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15—The 
incoming Republicans think that 
the Democrats here don’t even 
know how to count.

This is not an aacurate 
method, however, according to the 
authorities on the subject.” 


Among the authorities consult- 
ed, McGarraghy said, were the 
legislative reference service of the 
Library of Congress and the De- 
partment of State chief of proto- 
eol, 


Grover Cleveland figures in the 
long, or short, count in this fash- 
ion. He served two separate terms 
in the White House, from March 
4, 1885, to March 3, 1889, and 
from March 4, 1893, to March 3, 
1897. 


When he took office for the first 
time he was the nation’s twenty- 
second President. He was suc- 
ceeded by Benjamin Harrison, the 
twenty-third President, who served 
in between the two Cleveland ad- 
ministrations, from March 4, 1889, 
to March 3, 1893. 


Thus, when Cleveland took of- 
fice the second time following 
Harrison’s four-year term, he be- 
came the twenty-fourth President, 
McGarraghy says, even though he 
was the same Grover Cleveland.

MOST POWERFUL 
ATOM SMASHER 
BEING DEDICATED 


The world’s most powerful atom- 
smasher, the cosmotron, will be 
officially dedicated today at 
Brookhaven National Laborator- 
ies. 

The giant machine has fired 
atomic bullets at nearly the 
speed of light at an amazing 


energy of 2,300,000,000 electron 
volts. 

At this speed, the cores of 
hydrogen atoms — protons — go 
smashing into other atoms, much 
as powerful cosmic rays do high 
in the earth’s atmosphere. The 
target atoms are smashed into 
many parts, including particles 
called mesons which may be the 
glue that holds the cores of 
atoms together. 

The cosmotron is beginning to 
duplicate cosmic rays in_ the 
laboratory for easier study. 
Some of the atomic hits with 
the cosmotron have produced 
new kinds of explosions or 
disentegrations of the hearts of 
atoms. These will help explain 
some mysteries of how atoms are 
held together, how energy 
changes into matter, and matter 
changes into energy.

“Traditional American political 
practice,” Kroll continued, “re- 
quires free access to the voting 
public by all candidates regard- 
less of the condition of their 
purses. To permit the complexi- 
ties of modern life to corrupt this 
practice would be to permit the 
corrosion of the democratic sys- 
tem.” 
Kroll had no dollar-and-cents 
suggestion as to a limit on cam- 
paign spending in a national elec- 
tion but he said his organization 
recommended a limit of $5000 on 
the amount an individual would 
be allowed to contribute or spend 
for political purposes in any year. 

Newspaper advertisements, ra- 
dio and television programs and 
literature of various kinds. con- 
stitute the principal cost which 
must be borne by candidates for 
public office, Kroll said. 

“TI suggest to the committee that 
this fact carries with it the im- 
plication that the channels of com- 
munication in some manner fail 
to meet their obligations to pro- 
vide fully and impartially the in- 
formation required by the general 
public,” he added. 

“I am not prepared at this time 
to suggest a spécific remedy for 
this situation. It may be that the 
committee will conclude that cam- 
paign costs, as well as the cost 
of the actual election, should be 
financed by public funds. Cer- 
tainly such a method, with proper 
safeguards for the rights of can- 
didates expressing minority views, 
would be preferable to a system 
under which private wealth can 
exercise undue influence on the 
election of public officials.”

is | Taft-Hartley Act which prohibit 


expenditure of union funds in a 
federal election. He said that 
similar restrictions were imposed 
“in theory” on corporations, 
though unions should not be 
placed in the same class with 
corporations. 

“Attempts to establish such 
equation are merely weak at- 
tempts to justify the influence of 
wealth in our electoral processes,” 
Kroll said. 

The unreality of this restric- 
tion, Kroll went on, may be found 
“in expenditures by corporations 
in recent campaigns for so-called 
institutional advertising.” 

“In Ohio in 1950, testimony be- 
fore the Senate Rules Committee 
showed, expenditures of this na- 
ture equalled or exceeded the 
amount reported spent for direct 
political purposes,” Kroll said. 

“These advertisements were, by 
all realistic standards, political in 
nature, lacking only the name of 
the candidate. They argued con- 
troversial political points of view 
with direct bearing on the cam- 
paign in progress. They were paid 
for by corporation funds and, pre- 
sumably, were carried on the 
books as business expenditures 
and therefore offset against tax-

Radio Free Europe a Success, Says | 
Staff Man, Urging Greater Effort! 


‘Czech Calls Reds’ Reaction to Broadcasts 


Proof That Iron Curtain Is Being Pierced 
—$3,500,000 Contributed in U.S. 


By ADELAIDE KERR 


NEW YORK, Dec. 15 (AP) — 
Twenty-five million Americans 


have given three and a half mil- 


lion dollars to fight Communism 
in satellite countries in the last 


| two years. 


Paul Tigrid, a Czech who com- 


_manded one part of the fight, is 
here with a report of success, but 


he believes a much harder fight 
is needed before victory is won. 
The campaign launched by the 


National Committee for a Free 
Europe through broadcasts of 
Radio Free Europe in six satel- 
lite countries aims at riddling the 


; 


Iron Curtain with shafts of truth. 
Its job is to tell satellite peoples 
what goes on in the rest of the 
world, to show them the West is 
concerned about what happens to 
them and to keep the hope for 
freedom flaming in their hearts. 
‘Evidence of Success.’ 

“The violent reactions our 
broadcasts have brought from the 
Communists are evidence of their 
success,” says Tigrid, former 
chief. of the Czechoslovak desk 
of Radio Free Europe in Munich, 
now working for the organization 
in a United States. 

“The Communists protested t 
the United States State _ellig 


ment. They launched vituperative 
_ attacks on R.F.E. personnel. They 
| resorted to jamming techniques. 
|The jamming did create a prob- 
'lem, but the increasing number 
of R.F.E. transmitters makes it 


more difficult to blank out our 
broadcasts. 

“The programs go _ through. 
The letters we get and the refu- 
gees who slip through the Iron 
Curtain tell us daily of the pro- 
gram’s success.” 

The National Committee for a 


| Free Europe was founded in the 
fall of 1949 by a group of Amer- 
_ican citizens. Among them were 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower; Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay; Joseph Grew, 
former Ambassador to Japan, 
now chairman of the national 
committee’s board, and Henry 
Luce, New York publisher. 

On the Fourth of July 1950, the 
committee launched Radio Free 
Europe, broadcasting from one 
station near Frankfurt, Germany, 
with programs produced in Amer- 
ica. A few months later it started 
broadcasting its own programs 
from Munich, where Tigrid joined 
its original staff of three. Today 
R.F.E. broadcasts a total of 57 


'hours daily to Albania, Bulgaria, 
| Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland 


and Romania. 
Crusade for Freedom. 

As R.F.E.’s operation grew, 
more money was needed. Late in 
1940 the Crusade for Freedom 
was launched by Gen. Eisenhower 
and directed by Gen. Clay to 
raise funds to expand R.F.E. This 
year’s crusade is headed by Henry 
Ford II. 

R.F.E. is only one activity of 
the National Committee for a 
Free Europe. The committee also 


'provides American and European 


university scholarships for 85 stu- 
dents from central Europe, and 
prepares textbooks to be used 
after liberation. It maintains a 
research service to glean informa- 
tion from 300 Communist papers 


and periodicals, 22 satellite radio 
stations, 10,000 books and 40,000 
words a day of refugee inter- 
views. It distributes this informa- 
tion to universities, libraries, ra- 
dio stations and newspapers. 


, A comparable committee—the 
National Committee for a Free 
Asia—was :organized in 1951 to 
fight Communism in Asia. It now 
broadcasts in Chinese from three 
stations in the Pacific. 

Radi Free Europe fills an en- 
tirely different need than the 
Voice of America. The Voice is 
financed by the United States 
Government and speaks with gov- 
ernment authority over a world- 
wide network. Radio Free Europe 
concentrates on the countries be- 


hind the Iron Curtain. Financed 


by private citizens, its programs 
are unrestricted by procedyres of 
world diplomacy. 

‘Messages’ Are Favorites. 


The big favorites on the pro- 
grams are the “messages,” giving 
the names of informers, police 
agents and people who have prop- 
agandized Communism. 

“Every day, one name,” says 
Tigrid. “We always have one.” 

The programs give a lot of 
time to world news, especially 
from America, and take notice of 
every national holiday and hero 
of the satellite country. Musical 
programs play up beloved nation- 
al anthems and folk songs, barred 
by Communists. Religious pro- 
grams aim to keep spiritual faith 
alive in the face of Communist 
atheistic propaganda. Others ad- 
dressed to women tell why there 
is a food shortage and how

NEW SOAP TO DISINFECT SKIN 
FOR MANY HOURS PROMISED 


CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 15 (UP) 
— Skin cleaners that disinfect 
skin for long periods of time 


have been promised by a team of 
researchers from St. Louis, 

M. Martin Maglio and John M. 
Hannegan report that new liquid 
soaps that don’t even require a 
brush will clean the dirtiest hands 
in a short time and keep them 
relatively germ-free for hours, 
and sometimes even for days. 
That means, according to the re- 
port, that a factory worker whose 
hands are normally sore from 
much scrubbing can be safe over 
his two-day week end unless he 
does dirty jobs at home. 

The two researchers say their 
investigations showed dermatitis 
and other skin disorders directly 
traceable to irritations and that 
germs can be eliminated by prop- 
er use of the new soaps.

Se, FOR INSTANCE, suppose the chemist has created in his 

‘Jaboratory a painkiller like morphine, only better. It isn’t 
supposed to produce that dread dependence caused by con- 
tinued use of morphine. It abolishes pain feelings—but just 
exactly what kind of pain does it best stop? It is supposed 
to be used in tiny doses—but how tiny? What is the margin of 
safety between the treatment dose and the amount that will 
kill? 

Does it have any other effects on the body than just 
stopping pain—such as causing nausea or a sudden dangerous 
drop in blood pressure or damage to some body organ? Is it 
a stable chemical or does it decompose to a poison on the 
drugstore shelf? 

These and dozens of other questions: must be answered 
before a single dose is released to your doctor. Laboratory 
scientists and clinical scientists such as your doctor want to 
relieve suffering and help you—not use untested new ma- 
terials which might hurt you.

ACTUALLY, A NEW DRUG can’t be used right away on 
human beings. Animals are used first to find out how deadly 
the new treatment may be. This takes time. 

Then samples of the new material are sent to a few care- 
fully picked clinics where the doctors may watch its effects 
on people. The vital trials on these people (who have agreed 
to the experiment) are carefully noted and compared. These 
tests are necessary to find out how effective the new treatment 
will be with humans. 

The results on a few people are not very reliable. People 
often feel better just because something new and possibly 
wonderfully curative is being used. The best trials include 
similar people with the same diseases who are not getting the 
new treatment. 

The best trials of all are those in which neither the pa- 
tients nor the doctors know who gets the new treatment and 
who doesn't, until after all the results are written dowh. Such 
a “double blind experiment” was used in the study of the 
Polio-preventing effects of gamma globulin. , 

Enough time must go by to notice any late effects of the 
treatment and to find out if it is really effective over the long 
run. Doctors rightly insist on knowing as much as possible 
about any new treatment before using it on you.

“The Iron Entered Into His Soul.” 


N 1768, Laurence Sterne wrote 
| ot a character in his “Sentimen- 

tal Journey,’ “I saw the iron 
enter into his soul.” Many other 
authors have used the words, with 
little deviation. in meaning, 
namely as an allusion to a hard- 
ening process of the inner man or 
woman. 

Thus, Macaulay wrote in one of 
his essays, “She was sinking into 
a slavery worse than that of the 
body. The iron was beginning to 
enter into her soul.” 

This is a saying with an inter- 
esting history in the Bible. Ac- 
tually the entire saying is the re- 
sult of a mistranslation. In the 
original Hebrew of Psalms CV, the 
words were “his person entered 
into the iron.”

However, in the Vulgate Bibie, 
the Latin translation of the Scrip- 
tures made at the close of the 
fourth century, the expression was 
mistranslated into the saying 
which in English we know as “The 
iron entered into his soul.” This 
was carried into the Psalter, and 
also into the Great Bible of 1539.

Dried Fruits 
At Their Best 
This Year 


* By Edith M. Barber 


T seems as if dried fruits 

have never been so good as 

they are this year. Grocers 
have been displaying the finest, 
so attractively packaged that it’s 
a temptation to purchase them. 
Probably some of these will be 
bought for eating and some for 
use in cooking. 


Stewed fruits are served oc- 
ecasionally for breakfast, al- 
though their deficiency in vita- 
min C must be made up at other 
meals. Tomatoes or citrus fruits 
will take care of this. Apricots, 
prunes, raisins and figs supply 
enough iron to make their use 
worthwhile. Apricots and prunes 
also have some vitamin A. All 
dried fruits supply bulk and 
mild acids that are an aid to di- 
gestion. 


The price range among these 
fruits is wide. Raisins are the 
least expensive. Among the 
— fruits, prunes are in this 
cl followed by figs and then 
by dates. Often, price is set in 
ratio to size. 

Dried fruits keep well in a 
cool place when the package has 
not been opened. If all are not 
used at one time, the remainder 
can be stored in an airtight jar 
to prevent drying and, therefore, 
shrinking. 

Wet scissors are convenient to 
use when fruits are cut into 
pieces, as they will be for sand- 
wich fillings and desserts. Among 
the latter you will like Fig Tap- 
ioca Pudding to which you may 
add nuts. 

Fig Tapioca. 

One-third cup quick-cooking 
tapioca, one-half cup brown su- 
gar, one-fourth teaspoon salt; 
two and one-half cups water, one 
cup sliced figs, one lemon, 
grated rind and juice. 

Combine tapioca, sugar and 
salt, and add to water. Stir until 
sugar is dissolved. Cook over 
low heat, stirring constantly until 
tapioca is clear, about five min- 
utes. Add figs and cook two 
minutes. Add lemon rind and 
juice and chill. Serve with 
whipped cream. Yield: Six serv- 
ings. Note: Add one-fourth cup 
chopped nut meats with the figs 
or whipped cream, if desired. 

Stewed Figs. 

Wash and trim, if necessary, 
dried figs. Place in saucepan 
and add cold water to cover, with 
one piece of lemon rind and one 
piece of orange rind. Cover and 
cook over low heat until ten- 
der. Drain and let liquid in 
which figs have been cooked, 
cook down until it makes a thin 
syrup. Pour over the figs. Add 
lemon juice to taste and chill, 
Note: Dried figs should not be 
soaked before cooking. 


The glad hand at holiday time 
is always a good one. Stick small 
garden stakes into a big potato. 
Wind greens around stakes and 
potato and bunch them at the 
top to make wrist. Tie with rib- 
bon and hang it on your door 
knob.

EPETITION is essential to thorough learning, whether in 
R the family or in the school. Once telling, once doing, is 

never enough. New ideas, new ways soon fade from echil- 
dren’s minds.

to the child as his own name. 

The best way to set an idea in a child's mind, or set a 
habit of action, is to have him repeat it at the same time, in 
the same place, every day without too many exceptions. Rou- 
tine things like bedtime, mealtime, neatness of person and 
habits of industry are set in the home. Once set they relieve 
the mother of some of the work and a little of the responsibil- 
ity involved and they relieve the children of a load of effort 
and the consequent feeling of a burden.

REPETITION in the daily program sets a rhythm of life 
in the child’s body. It is healthy for him to have and to work 
on. Rhythm helps him to move smoothly from one task to the 
next without irritation. When a child sets his mind to do a 
task, his whole being is at work on it before his hands begin. 
Every idea in his mind pushes hard to get out through his 
muscles. ) 

When he is ordered to do something else this stream of 
energy must be recalled and a new one started in its stead. 
Did you ever see a power boat going full speed ahead, sudden- 
ly check its speed and go into reverse? Did you see the effect 
on the water? Something like that happens when a child's 
routine is interrupted and he is forced to do something he did 
not expect to do. Be careful about that, lest you bring on tan- 
trums, temper and nervous disorder.

Since last October, Grandma 
has robbed three banks for a to- 
tal haul of $4069 and has touched 
off this city’s most unusual drag- 
net. She has hardboiled detec- 
tives gnashing their teeth and 
newspaper readers chuckling. 

Pursued relentiessly by police, 
deputy sheriffs and the FBI, she 
has become a sort of criminal 
legend. She is becoming a run- 
ning gag on radio and television 
shows and in night club acts.

“Grandma!” he cried aghast 
when detectives told him to put 
on the women’s clothes. “Brother, 
I've been in plenty of trouble 
with cops in my life, but I never 
been called Grandma before. 
Nuts to that stuff.” 

It all began Oct. 17 about 20 
minutes after a branch of the 
California Bank on Wilshire 
boulevard—the “Fifth Avenue 
of the West”—opened its doors 
for business. Miss Marguerite 
Evert busied herself getting 
things ready for a routine day at 
the first teller’s window. 

She didn’t notice the slight lit- 
tle lady walk into the bank carry- 
ing a paper bag. But seconds later 
the 30-year-old teller was looking 
into the barrel of a revolver. 

“The barrel was poked 
through the bottom of the paper 
bag. It was  nickel-plated. It 
looked businesslike. And so, sud- 
denly, did the little old lady. 

“This gun will talk,” said the 
little lady, “and don’t think I 
can’t use it. Put all the money in 
the cash drawer in this bag.” 

Miss Evert complied, non- 
plussed. She had expected to deal 
with a fussy matron intent on her 
bank balance. It was difficult to 
think of the woman before her 
as a bandit. Quickly the teller 
scrutinized her. 

The little lady was between 50 
and 60 years of age, about five 
feet, two inches tall, weighed 120 
or 130 pounds, had dark hair 
heavily streaked with gray, wore 
rimless glasses and had on a 
black, three-quarter length coat. 
Also, Miss Evert noted, she wore 
a flowered bandanna over her 
head, peasant style. 

The woman walked out of the 
bank and disappeared into the 
crowd outside. With her she took 
$1212 of the depositors’ money— 
all insured, of course. This was 
Grandma’s first caper, and it 
didn’t rate much of a story.

On Nov. 12, during the rush 
hours of late afternoon, Grand- 
ma walked unnoticed into the 
Union Bank & Trust .Co. in the 
heart of downtown Los Angeles. 
She took her place in a line of 
12 customers in front of a teller’s 
window presided over by 23- 
year-old June North. 

Grandma waited patiently while 
the 12 persons ahead of her 
transacted their business.

OST anyone who can saw fa 
Wf straicnt line and hammer/a 

nail can make a passing shelf, 
table or whatnot but it never: 
quite looks the same as if a/car- 
penter made it for you. Chances 
are the main difference ig that 
he gives it a few finishing touches 
while you don't, 


For example, if the object in 
question is put together with 
screws, use a countersink so that 
the heads of the screws can be 
set below the wood surface. When 
they are in place, fill over them 
with plastic or spackle and when 
this is dry, sand it smooth. This 
completely hides all signs of the 
screws, The same thing holds for 


nails but the heads of these can 
be set below the wood surface 
with a nailset instead of first 
countersinking the hole. 


Almost every saw will leave 
some roughness on the end of a 
board so after you’ve made a cut, 
sand down the rough edges with 
sandpaper. If there are rough 
spots on the lumber, take them 
out with sandpaper or a wood 
plane. Should you find dents in 
the wood or holes left from nails, 
fill these with a wood filler. 

After the piece has been as- 
sembled, give it a sanding to 
smooth out the wood and then 
apply the first coat of finish. 
When this is dry, give it a light 
sanding, for this will insure the 
final coat drying smooth.

SOME INSECTS are known for 
their short lives. Certain of them 
exist for several months, but oth- 
ers — after reaching the adult 
stage—fly about for only a few 
hours. 

The May fly (also spelled “may- 
fly”) is one of those which fly and 
die in a great hurry. There are 
about 500 kinds of May flies, and 
they differ in length of life. Some 
die within four or five hours after 
they. start to fly. 


The flying stage, however, {s 
only a small part of the life story 
of a May fly. This insect, hatching 
from an egg, becomes a larva, 
without wings but with six legs. 
It has gills and lives under the 
water, From 12 to 36 months pass 
before it leaves the water, bursts 
through its covering and starts its 
short flying life. Some May flies 
begin to fly in the evening, and 
die during the night; others keep 
on flying for several days.

Dragonflies often live two 
months after they start to fly. 
These insects destroy mosquitoes, 
and the longer they live the bet- 
ter for us. 

Some moths die withfh three or 
four days after they enter the fly- 
ing stage of their lives. Others fly 
for several weeks. It is rare for 
butterflies or meths to enjoy 
more than five or six weeks in 
this stage, but certain of them 
have had a much longer flying 
life while “kept captive” by scien- 
tists. 

If we want really long-lived 
members of the insect tribe, we 
may find them in the stage before 
wings are grown. One kind of ci- 
cada, for example, lives under- 
ground for 17 years before start- 
ing its short life in the air. People 
cail this “the 17-year locust.”
